The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions ll-IV and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process such as hydrocracking fuel. 

Inventions II, III and IV are directed to related methods. The related inventions 
are distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or 
can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
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inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject 
matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Group II is directed to a method requiring separating the larger and smaller first 
constituent components from each other within the irradiation chamber with a 
separation arrangement that forces the larger and smaller constituent components 
toward different regions of the irradiation chamber. 

Group III is directed to a method requiring rotation of the constituent components 
causing the larger constituent components to move radially outwardly relative to said 
axis and the smaller constituent components. 

Group IV is directed to separating the larger and smaller constituent components 
from each other with a waveform generator. 

A separation arrangement; rotation to move radially outwardly relative to an axis; 
and separating with a waveform generator are not obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
